Lafayette, Ind. — Weakened by a 
freight wreck that occurred two hours 
earlier, the Wabash railroad bridge 
over the Wabash river at Attica, Ind., 
gave way beneath the weight of fast 
east-bound Passenger Train No. 4. 
The engine and three coaches fell 15 
feet into the bed of the river. The 
engineer, fireman and an express mes- 
senger were killed and 50 others were 
injured, many of them seriously. 

A crowd of 500 persons had gather- 
ed at the bridge to see the plearing 
up of the previous wreck and when 
the passenger train went down with 
the bridge scores went to the rescue 
and saved many lives. It was another 
case of steel coaches preventing great 
loss of life.

— Journeys in which 
the commonwealth of Kentucky is in 
terested begin. and end at Frankfort, 
according to the stipulations of the 
Itemized statement bill passed by the 
general assembly and signed by the 
governor How this will affect mem- 
bers of state boards and commissions 
which have offices' in Frankfort; where 
the members meet once a month ok 
so, coming from thSlr homes else 
where for the purpose, is a questior 
which is making copies of the measurt 
much in demand. 

The law, which says that all offi 
cials, members of boanis and commis 
'sious and state employes and employes 
of insUtutions, "entitled to receiv« 
their traveling expenses incident tc 
the discharge of their official duties 
shall take a receipt on blanks to b< 
furnished by the auditor for all items 
of expense Incurred by them in excess 
of goes on to say: "All officers oi 
employes of the commonwealth o: 
Kentucky, who by reason of the duties 
assigned to their office, are required 
to be at the seat of government foi 
the majority of the time, or who havt 
offices located at the seat of govern 
ment, shall not be permitted to chargt 
for expenses except from Frankfon 
to the plac^ where the business the} 
are transacting is to be transactec 
and from that place back to Krank 
fort; and those officers or employes 
who are assigned to duty at some 
place other than Frankfort shall onl} 
be permitted to charge to the common 
wealth such expenses as may be in 
curred in going from such place to th« 
place where the business is to be trans 
acted, and returning, and in no evem 
shall the auditor allow any claim o: 
any official for, expenses in going fron 
the seat of gbvernment or the place 
where the official is assigned to duty 
to the claimant's real place of resi 
dence, or in retura therefrom, unless 
it is shown that it was necessary foj 
the claimant to make said trip in the 
discharge of business for the common 
wealth of Kentucky ."

Louisville, Ky.— According' to bankers, the splittiBg of KwtucOty between 
the regional districts of St. Louis and Cleveland will divide much df the 

state's hanking business between those cities. ^ 

Country national banks are required to keep their reserves, when the new 
currency law becomes fully operative, in the regional bank of their district, 
and this means that reserves of many country national hanks now held in 
vaults in Louisville-Institutions will be moved to either St. Louis or Cleveland 
Reserves of the national banks of Xouisville — 25 per cent of deposits under' 
the present law — Iialf of which are kept here and the remainder in central 
reserve cities — must go to the St. Louis regional bank, though under the new 
\fi,w the reserve requirement will not be as great. 

Capital and surplus of the eight national banks of Louisville aggregate 
between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000, and these institutions will ,be obliged to 
subscribe to over $500,000 of the capital stock of the St: Louis regional bank, 
as the law requires member banks of the regional banks to subscribe to 6 per 
cent of . their combined capital and surplus. All of the national banks of 
Louisville have agreed to enter the new currency system. Under the laM 
formal application for the stock must be made^by each bank after the Con- 
troller of the Currency has forwarded to each l>ank an applksatioa form to 
be approved by the Organization Committee. 

Louisville bankers will now turn their attention to securing for Louisville 
a branch regional bank. Section 3 of the new law provides that each Federal 
reserve bank shall establish branch banks withlQ Its district, to be operated 
by a board of directors under rules and regulations approved by the Federal 
Reserve Board. Directors of these banks must possess the same qualifications 
as directors of the parent banks, and four are to be selected by the reserve 
bank and three by the Federal Reserve 'Board. ' - • ■ ■ 

Lciulsville began its fight for a* regional hank soon after the enactment of 
the currency law. The Louisville Clearing House Association took the lead 
in the campaign and appointed Oscar Fenley, F. M. Gettys, H. G. Rodes,- the 
president of the association, and MaJ. John H. Leathers a committee to pre- 
pare Louisville's case. Senator Ollie James and Representative Sberley adde^ 
their influence and interest. The committee began by securing indorsements 
of bankers and business men all over the South, as well as in sections north 
of the river. 

! When Secretaries McAdoo and Houston went to New Orleans in February 
to conduct hearings, the committee took a score of Kentucky business m«i 
'and bankers and Messrs. Sherley and .James to the Crescent City to present - 
Louisville's argument, after weeks had been spent in the preparation of data* 
bearing upon the city's Industrial, geographical and financial importance. 
Seator James and Mr. Sherley were speakers at the hearing, supplementing 
the statement of the case made by John W. Barr, Jr. A district proposed by 
Louisville embraced Kentucky, Southern Indiana, Northern Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, George and Florida. 

Mr. Fenley expressed amazement when told that Atlanta and Richmond 
had been made reserve centers. He was also greatly surpfls^d to learn that 
two Missouri cities— Stl Louis and Kuisas City— had been chosen. 



Durazzo, 'Albaqja. April 6. — ^Prince 
William, the new mler of Albania, an- 
nounced his intention of taking the

Primary Election On With Under- 
wood Slid Hobson Rivals for Sen- 
atorial Nomination. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 6. — The pri- 
mary election being held in Alabama 
today is furnishing the most bitter and 
spirited political fight ever waged in 
this state. It will decide the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor. United 
States senators (one for' a long and 
one for a short term), congressional 
representatives and minor state ofST- 
cials. Alabama being overwhelmingly 
Democratic, a ^minat'on Is equivalent 
to an election. 

The real fight In the prlmal^es cen- 
ters around the nomination for the 
long term senatorship, with Oscar Un- 
derwood, Democratic floor leader of 
the house, and Representative Rich- 
mond P. Hobson as the contesting 
candidates. ' 

National pairty leaders and eyen.the 
Democratic administration' have iMen 
assisting Underwood in his campaign. 
His defeat would mean the repudia- 
tion ot the tariff law, of which he was 
the author, by the people of his own 
state. Underwood has been making 
bis campaign chiefly on his past rec- 
ord in congress, drawing particular at- 
tention to his tariff work. 

Hobiion has made his stand almost 
entirely on the prohibition question.

The en- 
rolled bill, signed ,by the presiding 
ofGcers of the two houses and the gov- 
ernor, puts them in the fifth class, and 
that is the law. Jackson and Hazard 
both are growing rapidly and are in 
adjoining counties and the same coal 
field, and located on the same railroad 
line; they are near enough together 
to have engendered great rivalry. Each 
was desirous of flaunting its gain In 
population by getting into the biggest 
class its population would permit 
Their representatives watched each 
other like hawks throughout the re 
cent session, e^ch fearful lest the 
other town should get into a^hlghet 
class than his own. The result was an 
agreement, it is stated, that both cities 
should become fourth class.

Vliia Flghta New Battle. 

Juares, Mezl<^, 'Affttt 6.— Another 
battle in the vidalty of Torreon is 
being fought, Qeneral Villa having left 
the city to take charge of his troops 
against Gen. Joaquin, Maas, who 
rushed with reinforcemente from Hl- 
polito. 

The battle was being fought at San 
Pedro, where Villa's men are reported 

to have brought on an engagement 
witli the federals who evacuated Tor- 
reon Thursday. This Information was 
given out officially early today, and It 
was added that the rebels were at- 
tempting an enveloping movement. 

The taking ot Torreon gives the 
constitutionalists control of practically 
half the republic, with the exception 
of the cities of Saltillo and Monterey, 
the capitals of the states of Coahuila 
and Nuevo Leon. 

Surrender Stiil* is Denied. 
-'MezlOD City, April 6.— The fedeial 
government Alll obstinately denied 
the capture of Torreon by the rebels. 
It was assumed In many quarters, how- 
ever, that General Huerta and his min- 
isters were not in Ignonnoe ot the 
fate of the city. 

It was suggested that the withhold- 
ing of the news from the public was 
based on psychological rather than on 
military grounds. It was pointed out 
that the temperament of the Kexican 
populace was such that news of a dis- 
aster like the fall of Torreon might 
easily start an avalanche'- ot imbllc 
opinion against the administration, \ 
which would thus find itself seriously j 
embarrassed at a most critical Dfo- ^ 
ment of its career. 

Military men regard the r treat of 
Genoral Velasco from Torreon as a 
most dangerous undertaking and they 
consider the position of Geu.. Javier 
de Moure and Gen. Joaquin TIaas at 
San Pedro as precarions. 



Parole Asked For Ropke. 

The state prison board has been ask- 
ed to parole August Ropke, sent from 
Louisville for embezzling about $1,- 
500,000 from the oJd Fidelity Trust Co 
The family claims the court of appeals 
decision in the DeMoss case entitles 
Ropke to parole. He was given five 
terms of two years each. The case 
was reiCerred to the attorney general 
by the board. If a parole is refused, 
a suit will be filed, it'ls otataied.

Next -to tbe Easter eggs the bunny 
maintains its place as the star Easter 
novelty. To find out just how the bun- 
ny came to be associated with Easter 
ooe looks away baCk to antiquity, for 
tlie bare or rabUt bas bad onnsnal 
rigniflcance to many peoples. 

In ancient mythology the hare's con- 
■ection witb the moon was well estab- 
Msbed. Hindu tradition tells us that 
while indra was dying of hunger the 
taare threw himself into the fire in or- 
dH' that the god might be provided 
with a meal. 

For this sacrifice be was translated 
to the mooD by the grateful Indra. In 
Buddhist legend we again find him sac- 
rlOcing himself in order to provide food 
for the hungry. Here again he was 
translated to tbe moon, where the Bin- 
dnSb, Japanese and Chinese still affect 
to see Mm in tlie well known spots on 
the disk. 

Tbe Chinese still, at their great moon 
festival of the Yaeping. exchange cakes 
of various sizes witb relatives and 
friends npon wbii^ are stamped fig- 
ures of bares eroacUng among the 
trees. 

Ib Norse mythology we bad bwmy 
figoring as the train bearer and light 
bearer of Freyja, tbe goddess of the 
moon, and also identified with the Ro- 
man goddess Venus, whose festival 
was held at tbe beginning of April. 
Freyja bas also been identified with 
tbe Anglian goddess Eoetre or Ostara. 
fpom whose name we derive onr pres- 
ent term of Easter. 

Ancient records will show that In the 
seventeenth century no Englishman 
thought his feast complete unless on 
Eiister day be ate a fine big hare killed 
for tbe occasion. 

Tbe bare by reason of Its connection 
with tlie moon became In a sense the- 
herald of a new life, the springtide 
From these several causes it bas come 
to be associated with the anniversary 
of Christ^a resorrectlon. and thousands 
of chlldrefi too yoong to appreciate the 
blessed troths that He at tbe base of 
tbe faltb will nererthelees rejoice orer 
novelties In Banter bnnnieR.

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EASTKR Is much older than 
Cbdstianity. Tbe very name 
f by which we know, the day Is 

identical with tliat of tb^' an- 
cient Saxon goddess of springy Easter 
or Eostre. Tbe Anglo-Saxon name for 
April is Easter month. Taking advan- 
tage of the coincidence of the Christian 
festival in point of time with that of 
the yearly feast in honor of tbe Saxon 
goddess, tbe eariy mitaionaries gave a 
Christian meaning to the observance of 
the day, but it has ever retained its an- 
cient name. Easter was at one time 
called tbe Cliristian passover; becaose 
the Jewish Passover occnrs abont tbe 
same date, and the early converts 
from Judaism celebrated Easter and 
e passover as one festival. 
"The primitive Christians," we are 
told, "when they met on this day sa- 
luted each other with the words, 
'Christ is arisen,' to which answer was 
made, 'Christ is arisen, indeed, and 
liath ai)[ieared unto Simon.' " This 
custom is still observed in tbe Greek 
church. "Indeed," to quote a foreign 
writer, "ail tbe peremonies attending 
tbe observance of Easter were at first 
exceedingly simple, but in the early 
part of ^e fourth century a decided 
change was brought about. 

"Constantine, naturally vain and 
fond of parade, signalized his love of 
disphiy by celebrating this festival 
with extraordinary pomp. Vigils or 
night watches were instituted on Eas- 
ter eve, at which people remained in 
tbe churches until midnight. . The ta- 
pers, which it was customary to bum 
at this time, did not satisfy his majes- 
ty, but huge pillars of wax were used 
instead, and not only in the churches, 
but all over the city, were they placed 
80 that their brilliancy at night should 
rival the light of day. 

"Easter Sunday was observed with 
most elaborate Ccft^onies, tbe pope 
officiating at mass, Mth every hn pos- 
ing accessory that could be devised." 
' Not kneeling In token of bnmility. 
but standing erect with arms ont^ 
stretched and faces looking to beaveb 
to express triumphant peace, the early 
Christians prayed during the fifty days 
between Easter and Fentecost. and no 
songs but those of Joy and gratitude 
.were beard. Between Easter and Pen- 
tecost tbe time was considered the 
most auspicious in the whole year for 
lovemaking and marriages, and those 
tsvo holy days were the best on which 
to baptize children. 

Of all tbe Easter customs, that of 
coloring and making presents of eggs 
tteems the only distinctive one tha,t lias 
found a place in our time and country. 



this in itself a great achievement? To 
fill the heart of the world with a great 
hope and an unselfish joy— is not that a 
great good? That Jesus tbe Christ has 
done all this for tbe world no man can 
deny. 

There is reason in this r^oldng. It 
is tbe truth that Easter tells that

THE JOURNEY TO EMMAUS. 
(EMter kesson.) 

LEStiON TEXT— Llik« 2t:U-X. 

GOL:dEN text— ••Who is he that shall 
condemn? It la Christ Jesus that died, 
yea riither, that was raised from the 
dead, who Is at the right hand of God, 
i*ho also maketh' Intercession for us.*^ 
Bvm. S:M. 

W^e turn aside today to consider as 
the ESaster lesson a well-known event 
tn ocmaecttoh with the several appeKr 
ances of o«r Lord after ,his reanrreo- 
tlon; one of the many Infallible 
proofs. Acts 1:3; I Cor. 16:4. The 
narrative of this Journey is one of 
the mokt beautiful post-resurrection 
stories, simple, clear and of great 
value. It is related, evldwitly, by an 
eye witneaa. The Cl^pas mentioned 
Is not the son of Mary, John 19:26. 
The name of the second pilgrim la but 
a conjecture, though we somehow feel 
it was Lulse himself. The journey 
was about seven and one-half miles 
and most likely they were returning^ 
to their homes after the Passover.' 
Somewhere on the Vay a stranger 
Joined them who asked the nature of 
their conversation, and the cause of 
their evident sadness (v. 17). In 
astonishment, Cleopas answers,^ but 
the stranger continues and adroitly 
draws out their entire story. ' 

Interesting Prtfgrepslon. 

I. Their Disappointment, vv. 13-24. 
It is all too evident that they did not 
expect a resurrection and tbat, filled 
with perplexity and dlaconragement 
they were on tbe verge of despair. It 
is interesting In this lesson to dboerve 
tbe progression (I) "and they talked" 
V. 14; (2) "and they found not," v. 
23; (3) "and they saw not," v. 24; 
(4) "and they constrained him," v. 
29; (5) "and they 'knew him," v. 31; 
(6) -and they B«M ' . . . the Lord 
la risen." w. 82, 84; (7) "and vtfrey 
told." T. 84. As they "talked" it was 
revealed that their loving hearts were 
full of sadness and empty of faith, yet 
to talk is often the only way to find 
relief from the gnawing of grieL 
There seem (v. 15 R. V.) to have 
been two opinions and in their slow- 
ness of heart and unbelief they did 
not recognize their new companion. In 
response to his query they told how 
this Jesus had been delivered, con- 
demned, crucified, and then revealed 
that this was to them the end of all 
things, for said they, "We had hoped 
that It was he." Are we^<i1Ulng he 
should have part in otur every conver- 
sation? Continuing they told the 
amazing tale related by the women 
and, moreover that their statement 
of an empty tomb had been verified 
by certain women who had gone to In- 
vestigate, but. In cond^slon, they 
again reverted to their sadness by 
saying "They found his body." 

Cauae of Sadness. 

II. Hlf Appointment, w. 25-36. 

evidently tbe journey was continued 
and be gently rebukes them for their 
slowness of heart to believe the rec- 
ord of their own prophets. All sad- 
ness, practically, arises from unbe- 
lief In the Word of God, Phil. 4:6, 7; 
Rom. 8:28-32. He interpreted to them 
the true Messianic teaching of their 
o^m scriptures. He charges, them with 
folly not to believe "all" of the record 
(v 2.")). True wisdom Is not that of 
skepticism which cuts out pbrtions 
of the word, but, according to Jesus, 
it consists in believing all of the 
Scriptures. At last they reach Em- 
maus. still, let Sib remember, not 
knowing wlio it la walking with them. 
The road beyond was dangerous and 
"they constrained him" to accept their 
hospitality. As he sat at the table 
.partaking of the ordinary evening 
meal, he assumed -the plaoe of the 
host, took the bread, blessed it and 
broke It Instantly those old familiar 
acts and words revealed to them who 
it was that had walked by the way. 

III. Teaching Points. This narra- 
tive is BO full of teaching and yet 
Bo dear and simple that it la hard to 
sugg^ any ordinary deductions 
therefrom. The story does, however, 
reveal tbe Interest of tbe risen Lord 
in the doubt of these two disciples. 
Tbat they were probably not of the 
twelve' is evident by the fact that 
when they- returned to Jerusalem they 
found the eleven assembled (v. 83). 
Thus we see him going tc those out- 
side of that inner circle, also, two who 
loved him seeking a solution of the 
mystery and consolation for their sad 
hearts. First hiding his identity, he 
drew from them their story. He 
then took them back to their Scrip- 
tores, with which they must have 
been fSmlllar, and revealed to them 
that this mystery was according to 
those holy writings. 

Again tbe picture of his disciples 
Is interesting. The progress of de- 
velopment in their faith above al- 
luded to, the evidence of their faith 
and love In him, their tender affection 
and the death of their hope. He had 
not, so they thought, been able to 
accomplish that which tb€y bad ex- 
pected he would accomplish. In com- 
pany with all of his diacIplAs they did 
not apprehend the real meaning of his' 
mission. * 

His teaching is manifested in their 
urgent hospitality for they must have 
remembered his words, "I was a 
•tranger, and yei took me in."

f THE MEANING OF 

THE RESURRECTION. 



By CARDINAL GIBBONS. 

The resurrection of Christ is 
ihe most signal and splendid 
evidence of his divinity. It is 
the keystone in the arch of faith, 
as it is the most brilliaht lumi- 
nary in the conatellatien of 
Christian festivals. 

A certain religious enthusiast 
named Leberaux once submitted 
to Talleyrand a project he en- 
tertained of founding a new re- 
ligion and asked the French 
statesman's views as to the 
fear:ibil:ty of the undertaking. 
"You will certainly succeed," re- 
plied Talleyrand, "and your 
name will go down with glory to 
;>-»t.Tity if you fulfill the con- 
ditiona which I propose." "And 
what are they?" eagerly in- 
quired the visitor. "Yog must 
fir&t suffer, be scourged and cru- 
cified and then rise on the third 
dd>. Do this and your success 
is assured." This reply extin- 
guished the zeal of the would be 
rs'orTier. The moral of the 
witty Frenchman's remark is 
that as Christ alone, after en- 
taring the portals of the tomb, 
r«tt;rned by his own power to 
life he is without a rival. He 
alone has made good his claim 
to found a new religion and to 
marit tha auprema adoration of 
mankind. , ' % 



TREATY OBLIQATIONS 



(Reprinted from our issue of May 27,-1913) 

The onstruction of a canal 
across the Isthmus, joining the 

two oceans, had long been the 
subject of deep consideration b • 
two g-. eat powers, England and 
the United States. Each had 
large possessicrs on the two 
coasts. No other powers were 
concerned in the scheme. The 
plan discussed and which stemed 
to meet with universal favor, em- 
braced the construction of a canal 
on the Nicarauguan route. 

Neither power owned the terri- 1 
torv. England claimed a protec- 1 
torate over the Eastern coast. 
By a treaty with Nicaraugua, we 
had acquired the right to con- 
struct a canal; but the treaty was 
never approved by the Senate. 
With matters in this condition, 
the United States and England 
in 1850 held a convention in 
which it was mutually agreed 
that "neither would take <uiy ex- 
clusive control over the canal" — 

*'And that neither would take advantage 
of any intimacy, or use any alliance, con- 
nection, or influence that either* might 
■^ssess with any Slate or Government 
through whose territor>' the said canal may 
pass, for the purpose of acquiring or hold- 
ing, directly or indirectly, for tlie citizens 
or subjects of the one, any rights or advan- 
tages in regard to commerce or navigation 
through the said canal which shall not be 
offered on the same terms to tii|e citizens 
'Or sulifects of the other.' " 

This convention was sought by 
the United States. Our repre- 
sefitatives were instructed to say: 

"The Un'.ted States sought no exclusive 
privilege or preferential right of any kind 
in regard to the proposed communication, 
and their ?'n:ere wish, if it should be found 
practicable, was to see it dedicated to the 
common use of zdi nations on the knost 
liberal term<; and a footing of perfect 
equality for all. 

'That tlie United States would not, if 
they could, obtain any exclusive right or 
privily in a great highway which natur- 
ally belonged to all manUnd." 

These were the agreements be- 
tween the two great nations in- 
terested in the building oi a omal 
across the Isthmus. As neither 
owned the right of way, the 
agreements were for a joint pro- 
tectorate merely. It could not go 
any further. 

French capitalists under the 
leadership of the great French 
engineer, DeLesseps, undertook 
to build a canal by the Panama 
route across the Isthmus. It re- 
sulted in failure because of the 
stealing of the funds by those in 
cha^ of the same. Had the 
canal been completed, what would 
have been the rights of the own- 
ers of the canal in the English- 
American treaty above recited? 
To what -extent could England 
and the United States control the 
rates and managment of the 
canal 1^ its owners? 

Answering the first question, it 
is apparent that the company 
would not have any standing in 



court in a suit to make England 
and the United States carry out 
their mutual agreement for a 
joint protectorate. Nor would 
they have, fared any better before 
an international board of arbitra- 
tors. It was not a party to the 
agreement and had no interest in 
its performance. 

Answering the second question, 
it is equally apparent that neither 
England nor the United States, 
separately or conjointly, could ex- 
ercise any control over the man- 
agement of the canal or the 
rates charged for its use. It was 
a private enterprise which had 
obtained its rights by^ purchase 
from Colombia, across which 
country the canal was to be built 
It had the absolute dominion over 
the same, subject only to the 
terms of the agreement with 
Colombia. 

The United States bought the 
stock and all the rights of that 
defunct company, and it is fresh 
in memory how th^ Colombian 
Government undertook to hold 
this country up m its efforts to 
build the canal. It ' is well re- 
membered how Panama revolted 
from the Colcmbicm government 
and how it was immediately rec- 
ognized as an independent State 
by the United States under 
Roosevelt It was openly charged 
at the time by the Colombian 
government that Roosevelt had 
encc uraged Panama in its revolt; 
which charge was at the time in- 
dignantly denied by Roosevelt, 
but in the last campaign, he 
boasted that he had "taken" 
Panama, thereby admitting his 
wrongful conduct, all of which he 
undertook to justify on the 
ground of necessity, (The Colom- 
bian government and the United 
States have pradkally agreed on 
$22,000,000 as the compensation 
to Colombia for the loss of 
Panama.) 

Let us retrospect a little. The 
treaty of 1850, called theClayton- 
Bulwer treaty, had been respected 
for fifty years by both England 
and the United Stated, but at the 
instance of the United States a 
new treaty was sought and in 
1900 the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
was made respectmg the can2d. 
This last treaty provided— 
1st— For neutrality of the canal. 
2nd— It gave the United States 
the right to build Scune alone. 

3rd— It gave the United States 
the "exclusive right of providing 
for the regulation and mcuiage- 
mentof the canal" 
4th— It provided— 

"The canal shall lie free and open * * * 
to the vessels of ccunnierce and of war of 
all nations 'observing these rules on terms 
of entire equality, so tliat there sliall l)e no 
discrimination against any nation or its 
citizens or subjects in respect to the con- 
ditions or cfiarges of treifhc, or otherwise.' 
Such conditioDS and charges of traffieshall 
be just and equitable." 

The substance of the treaty is 
that we can own, construct and 
control tiie cana), but it raost be 
on terms of equality to all 

After this treaty, which was 
ratified by the Senate of the 
United States, Panama seceded 
fr6m Colombia, RooSevelt recog- 
nized its independence which was 
concurred in by all the other na- 
tions, either actively or passively. 
The rights of the French company 
in the Panama canal were bought 
by us and Panama sold us the 
Canal Zone. Thus the status df 
the pcirties changed and all treat- 
ies were annulled — UNLESS 
the contract t>etween us and 
Panama kept them in force. 
This contract provided— 

1st — For an absolute sale to us 
of a Zone ten miles wide across 

♦ 

Panama. 

2ndf^ranted iis absolute sov- 
ereignty over the same. 

3rd— Gave us a monopoly to 
build the canaL ' 

4th— But provjkied for neutrali- 
ty in the use of same for ^11 na- 
tions on termJ> of equaUty. This 
provision especially referred to 
the treaty with England called 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, and 
provided for its observance by us. 
We quote from Art 18 in our 
deed or grant from Banama as 
follows: ^ 

'The canal, when constructed, and the 
entrances thereto stiall be neutral in per- 
petuity, and shall be opened upon the 
terms provided for by .section 1 of article 3 
of, and in conformity with all tlie stipula- 
tions of, the treaty entered into by the 
Governments of the United States and 
Great Britata <m November IS. 1901." 

When the United States Senate 
had under consideration the 
treaty with England above re- 
ferred to, the 'following amend- 
ment was bfflred: 

'The United States reserves the right in 
the regulation and management of the 



canal to discriminate hi reqpect d the 

charges of traffic in favor of vessels <^ its 
own citizens engaged in the .coastwise 
trade." 

This amendment was r^ected 
by the Senate. 

The United States has, always 
tak^ the high pbsition that the 
canal should be open on equal 
terms to the commerce of the 
world. In each agreement with 
England it has declared this to be 
its purpose. Panama secured for 
the world by its grant to us of 
the Canal Zone, equal terms, 
equal rights for the ships of every 
nation who agree to the rules and 
regulations of the canal and who 
agree to afford it protection. 

With the deckurations of the 
government as to its purposes in 
constructing the canal, with its 
solemn treaties with England, 
and its sacred d>ligations to 
Panama, staring us in the facte, 
how can it be contended that we 
can discriminate in favor of our 
coastwise v^s^ Theargument 
brought forward to support this 
discrimination, is that we bought 
the Canal Zone and hold it like 
we own the Unit^ States. 
Therein lies the error. We own 
the Canal Zone by grant from 
Panama, which grant impressed 
a sacred trust and obligatiohon 
otu- part of, keeping the canal 
open on equal terms to the ships 
of the world. 

We must keep our treaty and 
contract obligations." 

An.swering the question above 
propounded "How .can we dis- 
criminate in favor of our coast- 
wise commerce" we say that there 
is not a word in the contract be- 
tween us and Panama that even 
hints at the idea that we must 
put our domestic commerce on 
the footing of foreign commerce. 
Such was never in contemplation 
of the contracting parties to-wit 
Panama «md U. S. the only par- 
ties to the agreement So far as 
England is concerned, she is not 
a party to the contract and can 
not be heard to complain. 

The Ditch is ours. 
^ It was ours to build, to put 
our .money m and for which 
we assumed all responsibility. 
We must own and control it free 
from EngUsh intermeddling. 

Our duties are first to ourselves 
—to the work! afterwards. 

In the struggle of the people 
against the oppression ofthe iR- 
surance companies, we are on the 
side of the people. They pay the 
premiums, and they should have 
tbe insurance. Tlie State can 
carry on this business for the peo- 
ple much more efficiently than 
the insurance companies, and 
they can't work any bluff on.

The Penrfans believed that tbe earth 
was hatched from an immen.se egg on 
master morning.

With the Jews, says the Delineator, 
the egg became a type of their rescue 
from the land of bondage, and in their 
feast of the pa.ssorer eggs occupied a 
conspicuous place in tbe services.

What They Symbolize In Various 

Countries— Blessed In Italy. 
. There are many superstitions in con- 
nection with Blaster, and each country 
has a custom of celebrating it peculiar 
to itself; but. while each varies, they 
all nntte to observe the spirit of spring- 
time, and all Christians rejoice that 
the Lord of life forever won victory 
over death. 'Among the many qnaint 
superstitiona is the old Aryan one 
which typifies the return of the sun 
of springtime by a golden egg-^ga 
being distributed at the «arly equinox 
by priests to strengthen the hopes of 
the people that the bleak, cold days of 
winter might soon cease and a bright- 
er time ensue. 

The Persians believed tlut tbe earth 
was hatched from an immense egg uu 
Easter morning. Tbe Aryans also be- 
lieved the son to be a large golden 
egg which was constantly rolling near- 
er to the earth.

The Tjrrolese Easter eggs are- similar 
to oar - valentines, for, hesldes being 
most beautifully tinted, they have in 
unique lettering mottoes representing 
appropriate wishes for the recipients. 

The priests of Italy bless all eggs 
brought to service on Baster morning, 
and each person carries his Imck home, 
where th^ are placed on a kind of al- 
tar arranged for tbe parpo8e,.sarround- 
ed by lighted candles and often flow- 
ers. Then the members of the family 
and any guests abiding with them eat 
these holy eggs as a safeguard against 
disease and danger. They are hard

Men Fight Six Days for Lives in Mid- 
Oeea»— Saved by Battleship 
Michigan. , 

Plilladelphia, April 6.— Four Sntvlv- 
ors of the tnree-masted schooner Hat- 
tie P. Simpson, which sank In mid- 
ocean, arrived here aboard the battle- 
ship Michigan. When the schooner 
went down ofTCape Liookout on Maneh 
21, Captain S^ng and three other 
memebrs ot -tiie crew lost their lives, 
the four survivors saving themselves' 
by swimming to the small boat, wliich 
had brolien adrift. For six days and
